Haristeas's firm 57th minute header from 
Greece's first corner of the match gave the 
80-1 pre-tournament outsiders a 1-0 victory 
over the much-fancied hosts at the Luz stadi- 
um 

'We'te the champions of Europe. We're the 
best team in Europe. We deserved it (the vic- 
tory). It's very significant,’ said a delighted 
Haristeas after Greece lifted the trophy. 

‘Tm very happy and very moved. I call on 
all Greeks to rejoice and celebrate today. 
We're the first, the best football team in 
Europe. I believe this is a unique moment, 
which many of us may never experience 
again, and I believe we deserved it. 

‘The tall, tireless, 24-year-old forward is a 
perfect example of the astonishing success of 
coach Otto Rehhagel's team, 

As part of Rehhagel's highly motivated and 
disciplined squad he has been turned into a 
European champion, 

The Greece coach told Haristeas before 
Sunday's final: "You've had a sensational 
Start, take advantage of your hour in the spot- 
light here, take advantage of your speed and 
technical abilities. You have nothing to lose.’ 

Haristeas took the advice to heart and had 
a feeling before the game that underdogs 
Greece would triumph over the hosts. 


‘I thought that there was no way we could 
lose the cup today. When I scored I didn't 
know how but I knew that we were going to 
lift it (the trophy),’ said Haristeas. 

Sunday's well-taken header will be the 
goal Haristeas will always remembered for 
but without his strikes earlier in the tourna- 
ment, the Greeks would never have made it to 
the final.

Vince Colagiurl: Ready to 
tackle Australian youth 
development head-on

jormer APLA, 

Leichhardt, Marconi and 

Reggina player, Vince 
Colagiuri, is keen to pass on to 
young players of today some of 
the skills that helped him make 
the transition to Italian football 
in the 1980s. 

Speaking on Sunday Night 
Soccer on radio 98.5 FM (every 
Sunday in NSW at 10.00pm) 
Colagiuri, who these days is 
employed as a high school teacher 
and has a Masters Degree in 
Physical Education, is coaching 
young players and running his 
‘own school holiday soccer camps. 

Colagiuri played in the losing 
1990 NSL Grand Final with 
Marconi. On that day, in front of 
nearly 30 000 fans at Parramatta 
Stadium, Sydney Olympic exacted 
revenge for the previous year. 
Olympic had lost to Marconi in the 
1989 Grand Final but in 1990 they 
won 2-0, 


Colagiuri fondly remembers 
that team and told listeners that he 
was very lucky to be a part of such 
a great side. “I was very lucky to 
be a part of Marconi and a good 
group of players. 1 happened to 
‘come back from Italy at the right 
time,” he said. 

“There was a new coach [Berti 
Mariani] who was very keen to 
mould together a winning combi 
nation. Many of these players went 
‘on to greater heights overseas; 
people such as Frank Farina, Paul 
Okon and Fred De Jong.” 

Colagiuri was one of the very 
first Australian players to play in 
Italy. Reggina, who are currently 
in the Serie A but were in the third 
division in those days, was home 
to Colagiuri for some two seasons. 

At the time Reggina were 
coached by Alberto Bigon who a 
couple of years later, in 1990, 
coached Napoli to their second 
ever Italian Championship 
(Scudetto). It was the Napoli of the 
great Diego Maradona. 

“Tt was a great life experience to 
go to Italy,” Colagiuri told listen- 
ers. “You lea more about your- 
self, the culture and the football. 1 
was lucky to be at Reggina when 
Alberto Bigon was taking over as 
coach. He was a famous player at 
Milan who went on to coach 
Napoli to a Scudetto with 
Maradona. 

“{ was playing with some ex 
Serie A players plus some very 
good young players who went on 
to play in the Serie A, such as 
Tarcisio Catanese with Parma. 

“The football was at a higher 
level than what we were playing in 
the NSL but they were fully pro- 
fessional. Looking back now some 
teams from the NSL, if they were 
fully professional too, could have 
held their own in Serie C1 in Italy.” 


Colagiuri has maintained some 
contacts at Reggina even though 
his playing days there were nearly 
two decades ago. He recalled for 
listeners some of the difficulties he 
encountered as a young player 
from Australia hoping to make the 
grade in Italy. 

“] was speaking the other day 
with the current Sporting Director 
at the club, Gabriele Martino, who 
was the assistant coach when I was 
there,” he said, 

“A lot of the other players 
looked at me at times mockingly. 
‘When we went into camp for tests 
on the first day they were saying 
things like, ‘this guy hasn't proba- 
bly got soccer boots’ and ‘do they 
have soccer in Australia?” 

“By the end of the pre-season a 
Jot people had changed their mind 
and realised that there were play- 
ers outside of Italy.” 

Rene Colusso was arguably the 
very first player from Australia to 
try his luck in Italy. Colagiuri 
proudly told listeners how 
Colusso, then with Pisa, helped 
him get to Italy. 

“Rene had a hand in getting me 
there. He was the first player that I 
know of who played in Italy from 
Australia,” he said. 

“He broke into the Marconi 
team at a young age, played with 
the national team [three appear- 
ances in total] and then went over 
I think to Torino. 

In those days you had to spend 
a year in the amateur divisions 
before you could play with the 
professionals. He did that and then 
started a long and successful 
career with teams like Pisa and 
Salernitana, I think. That was the 
golden era for players in Serie C1 
who were earning good money.”

De Boer knew he had 
almost certainly played his 
last international against 
Sweden in the quarter-final 
when he came off after 35 
minutes with an ankle injury 
and failed to recover. 


Frank joins his twin brother 
Ronald on the sidelines after 
14 years in the orange jersey. 
His international peak came in 
1998 as captain of the terrific 
side that reached the World 
Cup semi-finals. 

Van der Sar said after they 
won that match 5-4 in a penal- 
ty shootout that if the Dutch 
had lost, it would have been 
his last game for the national 
team. 

The 33-year-old is second 
on his country’s all-time list of 
international appearances with 
89 caps behind De Boer's 112. 

Van der Sar has been first 
choice for the Netherlands 
since Guus Hiddink sang his 
praises after he won the 
Champions League with Ajax 
Amsterdam in 1995. 

‘The tallest player in the 
Dutch squad, he has played in 
four major tournaments and 
been eliminated three times in 
a shootout. 

‘Stam, who tums 32 on July 
17, said before the tournament 


he wanted to focus on his new 
team AC Milan and his family. 

The defender made his 
debut in 1996 and played 67 
matches for the Dutch, playing 
at the 1998 World Cup and 
Euro 2000. 

Overmars, 31, has played 
for his country since 1993 and, 
despite missing a number of 
matches through injury, has 86 
caps. 

Overmars said before Euro

"Until we conceded that second goal 
we were in the game, 

"In the first half we had three or four 
chances we could have done better 
with, but at the end of the day if you 
don’t take you’re chances you don’t 
deserve to win games.” 

Much of that early promise for 
Hadjuk came through Tim Gledhill, 


whose bursts down the left channel cre- 
ated several attacking chances in the 
first half, 

One break after eleven minutes saw 
the Dragon’s Terry Palapanis receive a 
yellow card for clipping Gledhill’s 
ankles as he threatened to break free for 
the second time in the match. 

Despite Hadjuk’s early promise in 
game it was Dragon’s top scorer 
Balabanel who stepped up and put the 
Dragons in the drivers seat by setting 
up the first goal.

"Our view is that the Sydney

Competition must have the affinity 
and the affection of the soccer fam- 
ily if it is to prosper," said Mr 
Doumanis 

"That connection between the 
grassroots and the professional 
level was a missing link in the old 
National Soccer League. Soccer 
NSW believes it’s absolutely essen- 
tial to establish the connection if 
Australia is to have a vibrant and 
sustainable national league." 

Soccer NSW expressed interest 
in being a part of the New National 
Competition after the ASA encour- 
aged State and Territory soccer fed- 
erations to be involved. 

The results of the Internet Poll 
will be part of the evaluation 
process in deciding whether Soccer 
NSW is part of a formal bid for the 
Sydney licence, as well as provid- 
ing valuable feedback about what 
the soccer family is looking for in 
the NNC.
